NEWS HEWS. 

The meeting td’ the Board of 
Missions held in Cl li cm go on 
February 14th was an un- 
doubted success. It demon- 
strated the national character 
o f the board and brought 
its inffuence to bear upon a a ci}^ 
considerable section of the coun- 
try not hitherto elfctively reached 
by it. All agreed that the exper- 
iinent of meeting elseAvhere than 

in New York was abundantly jus- 
tified. 

Two missionaries from Cliina, 
both of whom passed thiough the 
siege of the AVuhan cities and re- 
mained at their posts during tlie 
stress of the revolution, made 
representations to the Board of 
Missions at its recent meeting. 
4'he Rev. Ylr. Little called aiten- 
tion to some significant facts: (1.) 
I'hat the leaders of thought in new 
China are yery largely either bap- 
tized Christians or thoroughly 
saturated Avith the Christian 
ideals. Two-1 birds of the men 
who met at the first informal con- 
ference looking low.ard (he cslab- 
lishment of a republic, represent- 
ing eleven of the eighteen prov- 
inces, declared themselves Cliris- 
tians. (2.) Tliis results from the 
work of the mission schools which 
have today a total mcml.ershi]) of 
over 100,000 and Hcnd out ycarl\' 
8000 grad u ales to take important 
posts in official and commcicial 
C'hiua. (H) N indy per cent of the 
ediirathonal work in these schools 
is done by American (drristiars. 
(4) 44uis it is that the leaders nat- 
tirallv look to American Cbris- 
tianitv for aid and counsel. 

'riie lido has l)(*guii to turn and 
the report of the treasurer of the 


Board of Missions, made on Feb- 
ruary 1st, shows a net increase of 
$30,000 OA^er the offerings of last 
3 ^ear at the same period. If this 
can be maintained and increased 
there is good hope that the appor- 
tionment will be met. 


Dr. Sim-Y^at-Sen, the first pro- 
visional president of the Chinese 
republic, is a devout Christian.

He is seeking the 
rneans to replace it with a concrete 
strnccure. , , 

The Board of Missions at its 
Chicago meeting voted to ask the 
Church for an equipment fund of 
$200,000 for immediate use in the 
critical field of (Jiina. This to be 
given by individuals apart from 
and in addition to all offerings for 
the apportionment. The oppor- 
tunity is wonderful, the need ur- 
gent, and the responses should be 
immediate.

It amounted 
to, $26. 50. If all oiir communi- 
cants gave in accordance AA’ith 
their ability in the proportion that 
these Indians have done, the trea- 
sury would be f nil and overfloAAung. 

(3n the Feast of the Annuncia- 
tion, for the first time in the Iris- 
tory of the American Churcli, 
two of her clergy will be conse- 
crated on the same day as Bishops 
in the countries abroad Avhere 
the>Mire to serve. The Rev, II. 
St, George Tucker will be conse- 
crated Bishop of Kyoto in Holy 
Trinity Church, Kyot(). The Bev. 
D. Trumbull Huntington Avill be 
consecrated Bishop of Wuhu in 
St. John’s Pro-Cathedral, Shang- 
hai. Both have been tested by 
several years of service in their 
respective fields. Both are loA^ed 
and trusted by those Avhoni they 
will lead. 

The siege of Wuchang and Ilnii- 
kow gave our nd.-siccaric's a great 
opportunity for service. In one 
capacity or anotlier all tlie mem- 
bers of the mission were working 
wdth the sick or wounded. Dr. 
Mac Willie was acting as prosident 
of the Red C'l’oss, and the Rev. 
YJr. Deis was his sccretaiy. Dr. 
YIerrins worked among the w ound- 
ed, where he and a physician of 
the London Mission cared daily 
for 850 surgical cases. The ca- 
thedral was opened as a hospital 
and at one time 100 Avounded men 
lay along the aisles. So did the 
Go.'.pel of the Prince of Peace car- 
ry its message into the midst of 
war. 

Bishop Knight visited tlie Isth- 
mus of Panama in January, re- 
maining ten days. 'During this 
time lie confirmed 28$ persons and 
preached to 50C0 people. The 
W'ork here is in splendid condi- 
tion. During the last twelve 
months there have been oyer ICCO 
baptisms. Everv comiiiunily is 
supplied with one or more places 
of worship, while Ave nuAV have 
six priests and one deacon, who, 
together with the ten catechists, 
hold regular services in fifteen 
different places. With the shift- 
ing of tlie work on the canal, old 
places will have to be abandoned 
and new [daces opened.
